Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

During  the  year  92  eases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
compared  with  270  last  year.  This  year  shows  an  improvement 
on  last  year’s  figures  owing  to  the  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  which  fell  from  222  to  31.  There  were  no  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  or  food  poisoning. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  improved  steadily  but  with 
the  increase  in  building  in  the  area  defects  in  the  Town  Planning 
arrangements  are  becoming  obvious.  From  a  health  point  of  view 
it  would  be  a  benefit  if  no  development  could  take  place  unless 
the  Local  Health  Authority  was  satisfied  that  there  was  a  reasonable 
chance  that  drainage  conditions  would  not  deteriorate.  As  it  is 
we  have  newly  built  houses  inadequately  drained,  sewage  flowing 
over  main  roads  and  no  reasonable  way  of  improving  these  condi¬ 
tions  except  by  main  sewerage.  Even  when  the  will  is  there 
innumerable  obstacles  are  put  in  our  way  to  carrying  out  this 
work,  and  it  is  quite  clear  that  any  Government  genuinely  interes¬ 
ted  in  the  health  of  the  countryside  would  not  only  expedite 
such  sewerage  schemes  submitted  to  them  but  would,  in  fact, 
finance  a  large  share  of  their  cost. 
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The  new  legislation  for  the  control  of  caravans  and  caravan 
sites  is  undoubtedly  of  great  help  to  Rural  Districts,  although 
a  number  of  legal  points  have  arisen  during  the  practical  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  legislative  provisions. 

My  work  has  been  made  much  lighter  by  the  splendid  volun¬ 
tary  effort  of  supplying  mid-day  meals  to  many  old  people,  and 
without  this  nourishment  the  condition  of  many  would,  I  feel, 
have  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  they  would  now  be 
occupying  hospital  beds. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  Council  who  have  freely  given  me  their  help  and  advice 
throughout  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Household  Refuse 

A  weekly  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  contractors  in  the 
Parishes  of  Southminster  and  Tollesbury  and  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  District  a  fortnightly  collection  is  undertaken. 

The  more  outlying  properties  have  a  monthly  tins  and  bottles 
collection  by  direct  labour. 

Collection  of  Pails 

A  weekly  pail  closet  collection  from  all  Parishes  in  the  area 
is  carried  out  by  private  contractors. 

Emptying  of  Cesspools 

The  Council  commenced  a  scheme  for  the  emptying  of 
cesspools  throughout  the  District  in  April,  1961.  The  scheme 
allows  for  a  once  yearly  free  emptying  ;  additional  emptyings 
being  chargeable  to  the  occupier  at  the  contractor’s  agreed  rate 
with  the  Council. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1943. 

The  Council  operates  a  rat  destruction  scheme  and  employs 
a  full  time  rat  catcher. 

Work  is  carried  out  on  farms,  domestic  premises  and  Local 
Authority  undertakings  including  tips,  sewage  works  and  sewers 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  873  visits  were  made  by  the  rat  catcher 
on  treatment  work.  In  addition  to  the  treatment  work,  inspec¬ 
tions  are  regularly  carried  out  throughout  the  area.

It  is  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  minute  trace  of  iron;  however 
it  has  an  acid  reaction  due  to  its  content  of  free  carbon  dioxide 
with  very  low  carbonate  alkalinity  and  will  thus  show  corrosive 
characteristics  which  are  likely  to  include  plumbo-solvency.
